Agod Sttll Work.

f.or all this; the official clique is very 
powerful, and in the absence of a 
properly constituted executive* one sup- 
poses tbat it. gets his ear far oftener 
than it should. But, unfortunately, 
Lord Ilaglaii's temperament gives him 
a too ready enr. Lord Haglan used, to 
describe himself in "Who's Who" as

made himself conspicuous as one of the 
most rustic of the "backwoodsmen" in 
the house of lorda.

It is not, ot course, a merely 
personal Issue, but Lord Hoglan's per- 
sonality, likable though it be in his so- 
cial bobnobbbig with the man In the 
street, has helped to accentuate the 
shortcomings of the Manx constitu- 
tion. Those who have signed the peti- 
tion hiive properly made hla recall the 
condition pret'odent of any sympa-
